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Ode to a ‘Sparkling’ Horse: 
A Couple of Stories for Kicks

Sorry to keep bringing Tom Fool’s name 
into these notes, as I seem to be doing 
each week, but offhand I can’t remember 
a more sparkling performance than his in 
the Carter Handicap at Aqueduct the 
other afternoon. “Sparkling” is used ad- 
visedly, for the Greentree Stable’s colt 
wasn’t called on for the courage and 
stamina he showed in the Suburban; all 
he neded was speed, and he had that to 
spare. 


He carried 135 pounds, gave from 15 to 
27 pounds according to the scale, followed 
the pace until he straightened out for 

>home, set in a fast eighth at the five-six- 
teenths-pole—and it really wasn’t more 
than an eighth—and won easily by a 
couple of lengths. Incidentally, the time 
for the seven furlongs was 1:22, figures 
old-timers associate with Roseben, The 
Big Train. (As a matter of fact, Roseben 
once tried to win the Carter under 135 
pounds—and finished second to Glorifier.) 

I watched the running of the Carter 
Handicap from the roof of the grand- 
stand, along with the television camera. 
As Squared Away set the pace, a clocker 
standing near me began calling off the 
fractional times: 

“Twenty-two .. . thirty three . . . forty- 
four and two .. . ”Then he stopped and 
began mumbling to himself. I daresay he 
didn’t believe his own watch. The times 
in the chart were :22, :4434, 1:0924 (the 
track record for six furlongs is 1:1024), 
and 1:22. 

I never dreamed that Squared Away had 
it in him. As for Tom Fool, which J said 
months ago was quite the best-looking 
horse in training, he again was turned out 
beautifully. You’d never have thought 
he’d run four races—an overnight at five 
and a half furlongs, the Joe H. Palmer 
Handicap at six furlongs, the Metropoli- 
tan, and the Suburban—all of them under 
high weight, and all in fast time. 

Also, it was a bit of a trick to drop 
back to a race at seven furlongs after one 
of a mile and a quarter; it’s always the 
other way round. The extraordinary part 
of the whole affair was that he behaved 
as though the Carter was just play for

him; Atkinson, who handled him in his 
best style, never even had to show him 
the whip. 

Tom Fool’s next start will be in the 
Brooklyn Handicap on July 11. If he 
wins—and, if anyone cares, I think he will 
—he’ll bring off a triple that has evaded 
other horses for 40 years. H. P. Whitney’s 
Whisk Broom II was the first and only 
racer to win the Metropolitan, the Sub- 
urban, and the Brooklyn in the same sea- 
son. That was in 1913. I didn’t see him do 
it, but I did see him run in England 
earlier, when he was one of the very top 
sprinters, and years later at Brookdale 
Farm in the days of Jimmy Rowe. I 
thought then, and think now, that Whisk 
Broom II was as handsome a horse as I 
ever saw. 

When Whisk Broom IT was in England 
he was trained by Jack Joyner, who liked 
to tell this story. Seems that Whisk Broom 
II was in a race at Newmarket one after- 
noon, and Mr. Whitney, who was in Lon- 
don at the time, went down to see him 
run. For once, Mr. Whitney went into 
Tattersalls ring to bet, instead of having 
somebody do his betting for him. The first 
bookmaker he came to quoted Whisk 
Broom II, the favorite, at 11 to 4, or some 
such outlandish price. 

“Bet you two thousand,” said Mr. Whit- 
ney. (Pounds, not dollars, by the way; 
and the pound hadn’t been devaluated.) 

“Very good. Mr. Whitney.” said the 
bookmaker, who knew his millionaires. 
“Any more, Mr. Whitney?” 

“Two thousand more,” he said. 

“Thank you,” said the man on the block. 
“Any more, Mr. Whitney?” 

“Bet you a thousand more.” 

“That’s five thousand altogether, Mr. 
Whitney,” said the bookmaker. “Any more, 
Mr. Whitney?” 

“No, damn it, that’s enough,” said Mr. 
Whitney. Incidentally Whisk Broom II 
won by lengths.

INTERNATIONAL TOUCH. The pres- 
ence of E. P. Taylor’s Canadiana in the 
Gazelle Stakes gave an interesting touch 
to what probably would have been an 
otherwise routine, mid-week affair. As it 
was, the Gazelle developed into a pretty 
lively two-horse race, for Canadiana broke 
fast and stole away to a long early lead, 
just as she did in The Queen’s Plate at 
Woodbine last month. In fact, at one 
stage, she looked to be at least a dozen 
lengths in front. But Mrs. B. F. Whit- 
aker’s Grecian Queen, an indomitable 
finisher, wore her down in the stretch. 

Still, it was something of a triumph for 
the rangy, swaybacked daughter of Chop 
Chop and Iribelle from across the border, 
since she was giving eight pounds to every- 
thing in the race except Grecian Queen. 
Whether Canadiana is the best Thorough- 
bred filly ever foaled in the Dominion is 
a question for people like myself to pose, 
and experts to answer. I'll string along 
with Jim Speers of Winnipeg, who thinks 
she is—and includes May W., his heroine 
of 60 years ago. The last good Canadian- 
bred to race well hereabouts was Wind- 
fields, a big bay horse by Bunty Lawless— 
Nandi, also owned by Mr. Taylor; in fact, 
Windfields now is the head of Mr. Tay- 
lor’s large establishment. 

Windfields’ best effort, if memory 
serves, was in the 1946 running of the 
Dwyer Stakes, in which he finished second 
to the King Ranch’s Assault. Assault gave 
him ten pounds, and beat him about five 
lengths. I don’t suppose the handicappers 
would give Windfields a higher figure on

A Port in the Storm 


Things were looking up this week for 
Webb Everett. and it was about time. H. 
W. Edwards, master of bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings for the Las Vegas Jockey Club. 
said he would recommend to the Federal 
Court that Everett’s new contract with 
the club be honored—provided that Ever- 
ett be given a change of title. 

Everett was the racing secretary for 
Santa Anita Park until several weeks ago 
when he resigned to accept a contract as 
general manager of the Las Vegas race 
track. After he resigned from the Cali- 
fornia track, and after Frank E. Kilroe 
was given his old job, Everett learned from 
Federal Judge Roger Foley that the Las 
Vegas Jockey Club had no legal business 
hiring Everett to replace Alfred A. Luke. 
It was the judge’s feeling that the track. 
bankrupt and reorganizing, already had 
a general manager in the person of Luke; 
that Everett couldn’t have been hired 
without court approval. Attorneys for the 
Jockey Club thereupon said the whole 
thing had been a_ misunderstanding; 
that Everett no longer was under contract; 
that Luke had been restored to his former 
position. 

Until late last week, all of this seemed 
to leave Everett in the chilly night air. It 
was Edwards’ proposal that the court 
honor Everett’s contract, and that the 
Las Vegas Jockey Club make Everett 
vice president and assistant to President 
Lou Smith, who also owns Rockingham 
Park. 

Whether this arrangement would suit 
the taste of all of the club directors hasn’t 
yet been told. Everett’s biggest worries 
came after one director, Raymond Rob- 
erts, filed suit a month ago in Federal 
Court in which he charged that Smith and 
three other named directors were being 
too extravagant and were “flagrantly” dis- 
regarding debt ceilings imposed by the 
court. 

At least the new development looked 
like a small port in the storm. 


State Increases Take 


The State of Michigan, following a na- 
tional trend of recent years, has decided 
to increase its share of the pari-mutuel 
take at Michigan race tracks. Under a 
new law, the State will get 6 per cent of 
each mutuel pool, instead of the 5 per 
cent that the State has been getting. 

The percentage retained by track oper- 
ators remains unchanged at 6 per cent.

The Leading Sires of 1952: 
Bull Lea’s Amazing Record 


A list of the leading 20 sires of 1952, 
as reported in the American Racing Man- 
ual, begins with Bull Lea ($1,630,655) 
and ends with *Alibhai ($411,560). With 
the single exception of Polynesian, which 
was represented by only two crops of 
racing age, every sire among the leading 
20 had more than 50 starters during the 
year. Blue Swords had 58 runners, and 
all the others had from 71 to 89 runners 
each. 

It is obvious, as it always has been, 
that for a sire to gain and hold a place on 
a list of leaders based upon gross earnings 
of his offspring, he must be represented 
by large numbers as well as good class. 
One of the manifold causes of overpro- 
duction of horses for racing is the realiza- 
tion of breeders that large numbers tend 
to yield large totals and are almost pre- 
requisite to a placing on the honors list. 

Throughout the history of Thoroughbred 
breeding in this and other countries the 
success of sires has been determined prin- 
cipally by the frequency of their appear- 
ance on the list of 20 leaders, as deter- 
mined by gross earnings—a system of val- 
uation which has done immeasurable 
damage to what is sometimes, in all seri- 
ousness, called the science of breeding 
race horses. Fair Play was properly recog- 
nized as one of the great sires of the 
current century, but his contemporary, the 
unbeaten Colin, frequently was called a 
failure as a sire. The extent of Colin’s 
failure was the measure of his infertility, 
not of his genetic merit. The 66 registered 
foals by Colin included a higher propor- 
tion of good horses than were to be found 
among the progeny of his distinguished 
rival, and their earnings per horse were 
higher. This fact had significance for 
breeders but, insofar as I know, no one 
called attention to it until after Colin 
was dead. 

The science of genetics developed long 
after the format for presenting the sta- 
tistics on racing and breeding was estab- 
lished. The fact that geneticists have 
learned much about heredity in other live- 
stock and very little about heredity in the 
race horse is due, in the main, to the un- 
manageable format in which the data have 
been presented. We are now past the 
middle of the twentieth century, and it is 
time to seek out and utilize a more real- 
istic measure of genetic merit in the race 
horse. 

The average-earnings index, which meas- 
ures success in terms of a ratio between 


performance and opportunity, is an at- 
tempt to provide a yardstick constant from 
one generation to another, hence useful 
in making comparisons of relative merit 
in groups and individuals whose perform- 
ances may have been separated by a con- 
siderable span of years. Already, in numer- 
ous studies, it has been found useful in 
determining the extent to which predic- 
tions of degree of merit may be projected 
from one generation to the next. 


CALUMET’S GIANT. In 1952 Calumet 
Farm’s Bull Lea, beyond question the most 
successful sire of the century, had his 
most successful year. It was his best when 
measured by the record gross total of 
earnings. It was also his best when meas- 
ured by the more constant yardstick of 
the average-earnings index. His lifetime 
record will serve to illustrate the method 
of computing the annual and lifetime 
indexes. 

In 1943, the year Bull Lea’s first 2-year- 
olds appeared in competition, there were 
11,258 Thoroughbreds which made at least 
one start in North America. The total 
distribution in stakes and purses that year 
was $18,555,680. The average money per 
runner was $1,648. This average is accept- 
ed as the normal expectancy for each 
horse which ran in 1943, and, for purposes 
of the average-eatnings index, is restated 
as unity, or 1.00. If a horse earned $1,648 
in that year, his index was 1.00; if twice 
that much, 2.00; if half that much, .50, 
etc. 


Bull Lea had 12 runners in 1943. Their 


expectation, based upon the $1,648 aver-— 


age per horse, was $19,776. They earned 
$87,141, which is 4.41 times the expecta- 
tion. The 4.41 is his index for the year. 
Calculated in this fashion, however. the 
index does not become additive; that is, it 
does not permit the accumulation of a 
lifetime index. 

In order to permit accumulation of 
yearly performance into a lifetime progeny 
record, the earnings are first divided by 
the year’s average: 87.141 divided by 1,648 
gives the figure 52.877, which shows that 
Bull Lea’s runners earned nearly as much 
as was expected of 53 “average” horses 
in that year. The 52.877 (called the ad- 
justment) divided by 12, the number of 
runners, gives the same index, 4.41. 

The annual adjustment figures may be 
summed and divided by the accumulated 
number of year-starters to obtain the life- 
time index, which shows that, over a 


period of ten years, the get of Bull Lea 
have earned more than five times their 
normal expectancy, which is determined 
by the continental average per runner in 
each year. This average has ranged from 
$1,648 in 1943 to $2,829 in 1947. In 1952 
the average per runner was $2,686, and 
Bull Lea’s 78 runners earned as much as 
607 “average” horses, or 7.78 times the 
normal expectancy. 

The stud record of Bull Lea is excep- 
tional, whatever the manner of appraisal 
may be, and his lifetime index of 5.14 
through 1952 is unparalleled for a sire 
with such large representation. It is so 
high that it is likely to decline consider- 
ably in the years ahead, not to the dis- 
credit of Bull Lea, but simply because it 
is abnormal, even for a great sire, to con- 
tinue with such jackpots as Bull Lea hit 
in 1947, 1948, and 1952. Last year was 
the most remarkable of all, his outstand- 
ing runners including Mark-Ye-Well, Real 
Delight, Alerted, Hill Gail, Two Lea, Next 
Move, and Bubbley. Five of these seven, 
it may be noted parenthetically, were the 
produce of top-class race mares. 


THE TOP 10 PER CENT. In addition 
to its failure to account for the number of 
runners representing a sire, the list of 20 
leaders has another important disadvant- 
age. The breeding of race horses has in- 
creased tremendously in North America, 
as in other countries, in the course of 
recent years. Twenty sires now represent 
a much smaller segment of the population 
than ten years ago, or in any previous 
time. It is important that appraisal be not 
only finer but also much more extensive. 

In 1952 there were 649 sires which were 
represented by at least ten different run- 
ners during the year. Most of these (66.1 
per cent) had indexes of less than 1.00; 
23 per cent were at 1.20 or higher; 10 
per cent had indexes of at least 1.80, that 
is, earnings at least 80 per cent above 
average expectation. 

The accompanying tabulation gives the 
1952 records for the top 10 per cent of 
sires with at least ten starters during the 
year. (In 1951 the top 10 per cent extend- 
ed downward to an index of 1.68, and in 
1950 to 1.65.) The ranking is based upon 
the earnings index, that is, upon the ratio

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between actual and expected earnings per 
runner, 


The tabulation is divided into percen- 
tiles, the top one per cent ending with 
*Mahmoud, the top 2 per cent with Mar- 
ket Wise, etc. 


It will be noted at once that there is a 
large variation in the number of runners 
per sire. Annapolis, for instance, had only 
ten runners, as against 89 for *Heliopolis, 
which ranks just below him. It is not to be 
taken that Annapolis, which is a superior 
sire of steeplechasers, is genetically better 
than *Heliopolis. The number of his run- 
ners is not large enough to measure him 
adequately. Hence the index for the one 
year should be checked against the cumu- 
lative index (in the last column to the 
right), which shows that the over-all rate 
of earnings for the progeny of *Heliopolis 
has been more than twice that of the 
progeny of Annapolis. (It should be ex- 
plained that the records of Blue Lark- 
spur, Annapolis, and Pilate, as summar- 
ized in the cumulative index, are not com- 
plete, since these sires had progeny of 
racing age before 1940, the first year for 
which actual numbers of runners repre- 
senting each sire are available.) 


With no set of figures, however care- 
fully they measure the past, can the 
breeder accurately predict the ranking of 
sires three years from now. Powerful new 
competition enters the fie? every year, 
displacing some of the power previously 
established. A few horses maintain excel- 
lent records year after year. A few others 
appear as a momentary flash and are 
extinguished. The earnings index attempts 
to appraise the total record. The degree 
to which the record for any one year con- 
forms to the expectation based upon pre- 
vious years may be approximated by com- 
paring the 1952 index with the lifetime 
index. Most of the top 5 per cent of sires 
in any one year may be expected to be 
above their lifetime record, and hence 
above their expectation for the future. Many 
of those lower down will be still good, but 
not so good as their full record. 


MALE LINES. It is probably of no gen- 
uine consequence, but the list of sires in 
the top 10 per cent, as given here, illus- 
trates again the surprising viability of 
the “American” male lines, that is, the 
lines which have persisted in this country 
for about a hundred years. Of the 65 
sires listed, 25 are from the lines of Him- 
yar, Ben Brush, and Fair Play. On the 
ether hand, only two sires (Platter and 
Eight Thirty) represent a more recently 
imported line (*Rock Sand) which has 
survived successfully for more than three 
generations. Each new wave of importa- 
tions has tended to succeed, if it succeeded 
at all, principally at the expense of the 
lines which preceded it to this country by 
a few years, while the older lines have

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STUD NEWS 


Six Foals, Four Stakes Winners 
Walter M. Jeffords’ Blue Denim, a 13- 


year-old Blue Larkspur mare out of the 
Man o’ War mare Judy O’Grady, has had 
six foals of racing age since she was re- 
tired to stud in 1944. All have won, and 
four have been stakes winners. 

Her first foal was Green Baize, a Case 
Ace filly which won the filly division of 
the National Stallion Stakes as a 2-year- 
old and the Jasmine Stakes as a 3-year- 
old. Suleiman, by *Mahmoud, was next. 
He won the Grand Union Hotel Stakes 
and Capitol Handicap. 

Her next two foals, Sail Cloth (by War 
Admiral) and Ampola (by Pavot), were 
winners. 

In 1950 Blue Denim produced Tahiti, 
by Polynesian. He won the Dover Stakes 
last year. 

On June 3 Blue Denim got her fourth 
stakes winner. He is the 2-year-old Blue 
Prince (by *Princequillo), which won the 
Woodcote Stakes at Epsom Downs in Eng- 
land for Mr. Jeffords. 

Blue Denim now has a yearling colt by 
Challedon and a suckling filly by *Coastal 
Traffic, and has been bred to *Priam II. 


Mate Destroyed 


Mate, one of the top 3-year-olds of 
1931, was humanely destroyed June 25 
at John W. Marr’s Clarkland Farm, Lex- 
ington, where he was foaled and spent 
his entire stud career. A son of Prince

withstood the competition much more 
successfully. 

Even the older lines, however, are grad- 
ually being worn away by competition of 
constant importations, and it seems likely 
that the anicient dynasties of American 
breeding eventually will disappear from 
the roster of important male lines still 
available to breeders. 


THE BOOK. It is impossible to give 
here the records of all the sires represent- 
ed in 1952, or even all of the successful 
sires. The data given here were extracted 
from a booklet called Average-Earnings 
Index, Sires of 1952, which is now in the 
hands of the printers. It gives annual and 
cumulative records for all sires represent- 
ed by one or more runners last year, and 
is published at a price of $1 postpaid— 
the approximate cost of printing. Copies 
are obtainable from the Research Bureau 
of the American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association, 216 East High Street. The 
booklet has been printed annually since 
1948. 


Pal—Killashandra, by *Ambassador IV, 
Mate earned $301,810 during his six years 
of racing. 

His big year was 1931, when he won 
the Preakness, the Arlington Classic, and 
the American Derby. In the Preakness, he 
beat Twenty Grand and Equipoise. He 
defeated Twenty Grand again in the 
Classic. In 1931, Mate won $214,775, a 
huge sum considering the low purse dis- 
tribution for that year. 

Mate had relatively few opportunities at 
stud. Through racing of 1952, his get had 
earned $1,190,754. His best known son is 
the champion steeplechaser Elkridge. 


Marta Retired 


Marta, Woodvale Farm’s good race 
mare, has been retired from racing and 
will be sent to the farm in the near 
future. 

The decision to retire her was made 
after she pulled up lame after a workout 
at Belmont Park June 29. Marta. a 6- 
year-old daughter of Haltal—Jessie 
Gladys. by *Pharamond II. won the Top 
Flight Handicap at Belmont Park in her 
last start. In five years of racing she 


earned $137,300. 


Alate Retired 


The 4-year-old Alate, by *Blenheim II— 
Morning Lark, by Blue Larkspur, has been 
retired from training and will stand at stud 
at the Naylor and Sons Ranch, Riverside, 
Calif. 

The colt, bred by Calumet Farm, is 
owned by the Mission Stable of Scotty 
Stewart and Vern Harding. He was bred 
June 3 to Plucky Grip (Plucky Play— 
Gypsy Grip), and probably will be bred 
to the Bull Lea filly Miss Glass before the 
season ends, according to Biff Lowry, 
business manager of the Naylor farm. 

Alate placed in stakes as a 2-year-old 
and as a 3-year-old. 


About Wait A Bit 


Wait A Bit, one of three horses which 
finished in a triple heat in the Carter 
Handicap in 1944, had a feature race 
named for him at Aqueduct June 27. The 
race, a $7,500 classified handicap, drew 
seven entries and was won by Bassanio. 

Last month, Wait A Bit completed his 
first stud season at his new home at Jack 
B. Ward’s Ward Acres Farm, New 
Rochelle, N. Y., just 25 miles from New 
York City. Wait A Bit. a 12-year-old son 
of Espino—Hi ‘Nellie. by High Cloud, 
served 32 mares, and Ward says almost 
all of them are in foal. 

In addition to running a breeding farm, 
Ward has a “rest stable.” where he cares 
for horses-in-training. Two of his recent 
guests were Alerted, one of last year’s top 
handicap stars, and Matagorda, winner of 
this year’s Louisiana Derby. 


Nine Accused 


Of Fixing Races 


Eight jockeys and a jockey’s agent have 
been charged with conspiring to fix races 
at Fairmount Park, Collinsville, Ill. All 
have been suspended, pending a meeting 
of the Illinois Racing Board, which will 
meet July 7 to consider the charges. 

Edwin C. Moon, Fairmount Park gen- 
eral manager. said action against the men 
may be taken by the Illinois attorney gen- 
eral or the Madison County state’s at- 
torney at Edwardsville. Ill.. if the racing 
board recommends it. 

Track stewards. who investigated the 
case with the aid of a detective agency, 
said that the jockeys attempted to fix 
six races, but succeeded only twice—the 
eighth race of June 20 and the ninth race 
of June 12. 

The jockeys suspended are Bob Ben- 
nett, John Philips. Richard Ury. Dave 
Bates. Leon Grandsart. Hector Sanabria, 
Wally Humes. and Leo Jones. Joe Le- 
Blanc, Jones’ agent, also was suspended. 

Ralph W. Choisser. steward represent- 
ing the Illinois Racing Board. said Ben- 
nett, Philips. Ury. and Bates made com- 
plete statements about the fixes. Jones 
and Humes denied the charge. and San- 
abria, LeBlanc. and Grandsart refused to 
comment, 


ADD COMEBACK 


Horses which suffer broken bones are 
not top risks for comebacks. But Hi 
Billee. a 5-year-old gelding owned by 
the Carolyn K. Stable. not only came back, 
but is winning feature races. 

Last November, Hi Billee. by Jack High 
—Chaddon Miss, broke a bone in his foot. 
He started again June 17 at Monmouth 
Park, finishing fourth in a six-furlong al- 
lowance race. Five days later he came 
back to win a $5,000 allowance sprint. 

Before his injury last year he won the 
Laurel Handicap and the Laurel Sprint 
Handicap. 


HITEX OUT 


Mrs. Ben F. Whitaker’s four-year- 
old Hitex suffered a broken bone in 
his left foot during the running of the 
Queen’s County Handicap June 20 at 
Aqueduct. He will not be able to race 
again for some time. according to his 
trainer. James P. Conway. 

Hitex finished fourth in the Queens 
County after leading through the 
stretch. He seemed to be in good 
condition immediately after the race, 
but began to show signs of lameness 
when he was returned to the receiving 


barn. X-rays revealed the broken bone.

A Good Tail-Switcher Broke 
His Worst Habit in Chicago 


CHICAGO 


There were 24,760 persons at Arlington 
Park on Saturday, June 27. Most of them 
expected to see Hill Gail win the Equi- 
poise Mile, retire the C. V. Whitney Chal- 
lenge Cup permanently to the trophy room 
at Calumet Farm, and. perhaps, even lower 
Equipoise’s track and former world’s rec- 
ord, 1:3424. which was established in 1932. 
No doubt a majority also expected to see 
Ruhe finish second, his usual placing re- 
gardless of opposition or conditions. 


None of these things happened on a day 
of rather extraordinary and _ thrilling 
events. The Equipoise record at Arlington 
still stands. (It was a world’s record for 17 
years until dropped to 1:34 by Coaltown 
at Washington Park in 1949, and lowered 
to 1:3335 by Citation at Golden Gate 
Fields in 1950.) 

Calumet Farm stili needs a third victory 
in the race to retire the challenge cup 
under the conditions laid down by C. V. 
Whitney when he donated the magnificent 
trophy in 1944, Sun Again won for Cal- 
umet that year. Fervent won a second leg 
on the cup in 1948. But Armed failed 
twice, in 1946 and 1947, and Coaltown 
lost to Star Reward in 1949. Now, Hill 
Gail has been found wanting. 


In mitigation of their failures. Armed 
(132 and 130). Coaltown (132), and Hill 
Gail (128) were at the top of their re- 
spective handicaps and conceded consider- 
able weight to all opposition. 

Heavy black clouds, awesome and 
ominous, rolled across the skies shortly 
before the big race, but Arlington Park 
remained a dry island in a rain-soaked 
countryside. The track was fast. Two 
earlier five-furlong races had been run 
by 2-year-olds in exactly the same time. 
:5824, which is only two-fifths of a second 
off Citation’s track record. 

Other track records had fallen on open- 
ing day, June 22. Hill Gail. for one, took 
128 pounds (his weight for the Equipoise 
Mile) and beat Princess Lygia, at 1081/4, 
in the six-furlong North Western Purse 
in 1:0845. One could live a long life with- 
out seeing a more thrilling nose-and-nose 
run from the eighth-pole than this one 
was. The former track record, 1:0915, was 
held jointly by Carrara Marble and Johns 
Joy. 

Hill Gail appeared to be delivering the 
goods for Calumet. He was leading with 
little more than an eighth to go, had put 
away Baybrook (112) and Royal Mus- 


tang (10914). Then Sub Fleet (116) 
caught him, and it looked like a second 
Equipoise victory for Dixiana. (Star Re- 
ward was Dixiana’s first winner.) 


But Ruhe wasn’t through. Johnny 
Adams shot the big Menow gelding out 
of the pack, took him to the outside, and 
began to leave more and more racetrack 
and horses behind him—until there were 
only a few yards and Sub Fleet ahead. 
Ruhe thrust his big head in front and went 
over the finish line winner with that mar- 
gin. Hill Gail was third a length back. 

It was the 5-year-old Ruhe’s greatest 
performance in a_ rather’ spectacular 
career, and the same might be said for 
Johnny Adams. who gave a masterful 
demonstration of how to get the best out 
of a lugging. heavy-headed, tail-switching 
horse. The victory was worth $35,500 to 
Mr. and Mrs. Allie E, Reuben of Toledo. 
Ohio, owners of Hasty House Farm. Ruhe. 
with Adams riding, had won the Lincoln 
Handicap at Hawthorne Park in similar 
fashion on June 20. closing day of the 
Lincoln Fields meeting. The time for this 
13th running of the Equipoise Mile was 
1:3524. a full second from Equipoise’s 
record. 

Ruhe ran coupled with Oil Capitol, 117. 
who won the Equipoise Mile as a 3-year- 
old in 1950. Oil Capitol finished fifth, a 
nose back of Smoke Screen (115) this 
time. There was a mistaken belief at first 
that Ruhe had given Hasty House a second 
leg on the challenge cup, in view of Oil 
Capitol’s earlier victory. but the condi. 


Ruhe beat Sub Fleet, nearly hidden by the winner, in the Equipoise Mile. Third

tions apply to owners, not horses, and Oil 
Capitol was owned by Tom Gray at the 
time he won the race. It wasn’t until later 
that he was bought by Hasty House Farm 
and.’Mrs. Harry Trotsek, wife of the 
trainer. 


Ruhe’s great run caused pandemonium 
in the stands. No one could be blamed for 
expecting him to finish second in this one, 
as he had done on 22 occasions, 13 times 
in stakes, for a modern record. In one of 
these he was awarded first place when 
Sonic was disqualified in the Blue Grass 
Stakes in 1951. Ruhe has been a stakes 
winner, however, in each of his four sea- 
sons of campaigning. This was his tenth 
win and his fifth stakes, having previously 
won the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap, 
Arkansas Derby, Blue Grass Stakes (sec- 
ond division), and the Narcissus Handi- 
cap. 

A bay gelding by Menow (to whom he 
bears no resemblance whatever), out of 
*Alpenstock III (also dam of the stakes 
winners Sturdy One and Alladier), Ruhe 
was bred and consigned to the Keeneland 
yearling sales of 1949 by Mereworth Farm. 
He was purchased for $8,500 by Emil 
Denemark, of Chicago, and turned over 
to the late Bob McGarvey, who had the 


colt castrated. 


Early last year Ruhe was sold for a 
reported $30,000 to Mr. and Mrs. Reuben, 
who have had remarkable success in recent 
years with their purchases of “made” 
horses. especially since acquiring Seaward 
and Inseparable and, later, Oil Capitol. 
Ruhe’s earnings now amount to $206,210. 
In addition to his ten victories, his plac- 
ings in stakes are worth mentionnig:

Rejected, Ignored by Claimers, 


Ran Big in the 


When Hollywood Park opened in 1938 
it had, like almost every other track, a 
race known as the Derby. Of course, it 
wasn’t a true Derby at all, as most of 
them are not, so Hollywood Park did some- 
thing a little different from the other 
tracks. It sacrificed considerable box 
office value that is associated with any 
Derby, and renamed the race the West- 
erner. It’s an out-and-out allowance race, 
with weights based on money won. The 
13th running was won by King Ranch’s 
lightly weighted and improving Rejected, 
a colt that got in with only 110 pounds. 


Rejected may not have been the best 
horse in the race. There probably were 
three or four others that might have beaten 
him at level weights. But on this particular 
day, and especially at the weights, Re- 
jected was the best. He won by a length 
in 2:0124 for one mile and a quarter, sec- 
ond fastest time in the history of the 
race, It was the first time the Westerner 
had been run as a $100,000 added event, 
and Rejected got $64,500. 


The Westerner proved a couple of 
things: One, of course, is the importance 
of weight, which some people around a 
race track still doubt; the other is that no 
matter how bad a colt may be at two, 
there is a chance he might be a handy 
horse at three. Rejected, for example, 
started four times last year as a 2-year- 
old, and could never finish any closer than 
sixth. So trainer W. J. (Buddy) Hirsch 
did-some repair work on his knees, put 
him away until this spring. He made his 
first start as a 3-year-old in an $8,000 
claiming race at Tanforan and won at 
six furlongs. Since then, he’s become pro- 
gressively better as the distances have 
lengthened. 

From a win in an $8,000 claiming race 
to victory in a $100,000 special in less 
than two months is quite a jump, but the 
powerful brown son of Revoked and By 
Line, by *Blenheim II, not only made it, 
but did it as the favorite of a crowd of 
45,870. 


He came from last place in the field of 
11, with only his lightly regarded stable- 
mate, Resistance, beat as they passed the 
stands the first time. At the half-mile pole, 
Jockey Ralph Neves began his bid, and he 
never had a luckier trip. Rejected weaved 
in and out of horses, slipped through holes, 
bulled his way through others without 
losing an inch of ground or having to 
take up for one stride. Turning for home,

there were still four horses in front of 
him, Imbros took care of Laughin Louie, 
Fleet Khal handled Imbros, and, inside 
the last sixteenth, Rejected went to the 
top to win by a length—slowly but stead- 
ily drawing away. 

Fleet Khal, probably the finest horse 
ever bred by Rex Ellsworth, carried 117 
pounds and, counting her sex allowances, 
conceded 12 pounds to Rejected. Imbros, 
trying to give away 16, was beaten four 
lengths; and Ali’s Gem, which beat Re- 
jected a head in the recent Cinema when 
there was only an eight-pound spread in 
the weights, gave way badly at the head of 
the stretch, and finished sixth under his 
load of 126. Chanlea, last winter’s Santa 
Anita Derby winner, was seventh, which 
seems to be his favorite spot recently. In 
four starts this summer, he has been 
seventh, sixth, seventh, and seventh. 

For young Buddy Hirsch, a wonderful 
horseman, Rejected is his second $100,- 
000 winner of the year. He saddled In- 
tent, you may remember, to win the San 
Juan Capistrano last winter at Santa 
Anita Park. By Line is also the dam of 
such literary horses as Free Press, Can- 
cellation, Credit Line, Market Letter, and 
Author, the latter a 2-year-old full brother 
to Rejected that finished sixth in a five- 
furlong dash at Hollywood Park recently. 
Like Rejected, he apparently is a slow- 
starting, slow-developing horse that won’t 
have much chance until the distances get 
longer. He’s not likely to be risked soon 
in a claimer. 


ABOUT NAMES. Ellsworth has bred 
some fine horses in California, but it 
seems to me the tall cowboy could use a 
little more imagination in naming them. 
The constant repetition of Khal in the 
names of his horses is getting much too 
confusing. 

I have an awful time distinguishing be- 
tween Fleet Khal and Flat Khal. Fleet 
Khal, as pointed out, is a good stakes 
filly; besides her second to Rejected in the 
Westerner, she won the Vanity Handicap 
and Sea Breeze Stakes this season, de- 
feating A Gleam in one and the fleet For- 
tune Teller in the other. But Flat Khal 
is a plater that seems hopelessly lost in 
some of the cheapest claiming races. In 
addition, we have racing at Hollywood 
Park now Dark Khal, Chorus Khal, 


Heather Khal, Style Khal, Goose Khal, 
and Skip Khal. There are more scattered 
around at other tracks. With such names, 


horses lose their personalities. 

At one time The Jockey Club refused 
to sanction such names, banning prefixes 
and suffixes that were constantly repeated, 
such as Valdina This or Valdina That. 
What happened to that rule? It seemed 
like such a good one.

In one of the 2-year-old races preceeding 
the Equipoise Mile, Ben Jones brought 
out a bay sister to Two Lea and Twosy 
(Bull Lea—Two Bob) named Miz Clem- 
entine. If you haven’t heard anything about 
this new Calumet filly, you’re going to. 
Before the race, old horsemen agreed she 
was just about the best looking filly they 
ever saw. After the race they were sure of 
it. She clicked off five-eighths in :5824 to 
win by five lengths, with Eddie Arcaro 
having a strong hold. Viewed from behind, 
she made you think of the mountaineer 
who measured anatomy with an axe 
handle. She seemed to be an international 
tip, paying 7 to 10. This was better than 
the 2 to 5 against Hill Gail. Incidentally, 
Ruhe who returned a $15 mutuel pay-off, 
was second choice in the betting. 


EDITOR’S NOTE. After the Equipoise 
Mile, Frank Butzow, author of the accom- 
panying article, who founded the race in 
1941 and later induced C. V. Whitney to 
donate the challenge cup, was invited to 
the winner’s circle by B. F. Lindheimer, 
executive director of Arlington Park, to 
participate in the presentation cere- 
monies.

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Fifth Money and Collectivism 
Spurned by TRA’s John Morris 


John A. Morris, president of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, addressed a dinner meeting 
of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
June 26 at Lexington. He put his organ- 
ization on record as opposed to the pay- 
ment of fifth money and to collective bar- 
gaining, over purse distribution, on a 


national level. 


On the question of fifth money, proposed 
as a helping hand to “the little man,” 
Morris had this to say: 

“The TRA board of directors has made 
a thorough study of the matter and is 
unanimous in its opposition to such a 
policy, and the member tracks all have 
been so advised. 

“The general feeling is that any such 
broadening of the purse distribution would 
lead eventually to a point where the sixth, 
the seventh, and, finally, all horses start- 
ing would receive a portion of the purse. 

“The abuses which would inevitably 
arise under such a plan are obvious. You 
gentlemen who are personally and eco- 
nomically interested in the breeding of 
good Thoroughbreds can readily see the 
danger in such a plan. 

“As Nelson Dunstan points out in the 
New York Morning Telegraph, ‘if such a 
plan were ever adopted, it would make a 
mockery of the sporting side of horse 
racing and would simply encourage men 
to race horses that are broken down and 
should be retired.’ (Dunstan’s boss. J. 
Samuel Perlman, publisher of Triangle 
Publications, Inc., recently suggested such 
a plan before a meeting of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America.) 

“Mr. (George) Swinebroad, in a recent 
address before the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners, stated that 
breeders with whom he had talked were 
generally opposed to the payment of fifth 
money. Some horsemen have expressed 
themselves as in favor of the proposal, but 
they probably fail to realize that to give a 
portion of the purse to the fifth horse 
would mean that the winner’s share would 
be reduced. On the other hand, many 
horsemen who have given the proposal 
serious consideration have been strongly 
opposed to payment beyond the fourth 
horse. 

“The directors feel that recognition 
should be given to the fact that, under 
the present system, only the winning horse 
is penalized. There is no penalty for 
having finished second, third, or fourth. 
They feel that it would be unfair to fur- 
ther penalize the winner by taking a por- 
tion of his share of the purse to compen- 
sate an ‘also-ran.’ ” 


Morris’ 
gaining: 

“We resent interference with our pre- 
rogatives, as any one else would in a like 
position. However, we welcome construc- 
tive criticism and are always ready to 
discuss intelligent suggestions with any 
group. 

“We believe that stake and purse dis- 
tribution should be settled locally by the 
horsemen directly interested, and the 
tracks. If an agreement is reached by 
these two interested groups, it should not 
be overruled by a so-called national group. 

“Also, the TRA refused to become pris- 
oners of percentage. 

“Any good businessman who has studied 
the situation must recognize the fact that 
purse distribution based on any flat per- 
centage formula is unsound. It gives man- 
agement no leeway. Race track manage- 
ment, when deciding upon a purse and 
stakes distribution, must consider income 
from all sources. Management must also 
consider its total. expense, incidental to 
its operation, together with its need for ex- 
pansion of plant, and then arrive at a

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purse and stakes distribution schedule 
which is fair to the horsemen, to the 


public, its 
stockholders. 


“While touching on purse distribution, 
it is interesting to note that TRA tracks 
have always done more than keep pace 
with increased business at the pari-mutuel 
windows. 

“The record shows that the handle at 
TRA tracks last year was approximately 
the same as in the previous peak year of 
1946. At the same time, purse distribu- 
tion at TRA tracks last year came to more 
than $42,000,000. an increase of $7,300,- 
000, or 20 per cent more than was dis- 
tributed in stakes and purses in 1946, 

“The TRA member tracks feel that they 
are doing their part in the Thoroughbred 
racing industry to promote the sport as a 
great spectacle and to inspire an increased 
public confidence in its integrity.” 

Morris discussed the formation of the 
TRA, from the day that “Joe Estes ob- 
served editorially in THe Btoop-Horse 
that the American Turf was a ‘sprawling, 
unorganized, competitive melee almost in- 
capable of setting up goals or making 
progress in a predetermined direction’ to 
the day in March, 1942, that the TRA 
became a fact, rather than a fancy. 

“There were 22 tracks represented at 
the founding of the TRA and, before the 
first annual meeting, all of the country’s 
important tracks were members. Today 


charitable obligations, and 
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there are 37 member tracks and, as a 


group, they comprise racing’s ‘Big 
League.’ Nor is this merely a figure of 
sspeech. During recent years of record at- 
‘tendance and handle, the TRA tracks have 
accounted for no less than 75 per cent of 
the nation’s total attendance and close to 
-80 per cent of the handle.” 


He said that much of the work of the 
“TRA was intangible. But he said the or- 
ganization could point with pride to the 
-creation of the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
ctective Bureau, and the adoption of a 
Code of Standards for member tracks. 


“Long before the searchings of various 
crime probes turned up the evils of book- 
making, the wire service. and comeback 
money, the TRA tracks had gone on rec- 
ord in the Code of Standards with sections 
designed to eliminate these conditions 
which were brought to racing by the once 
national network of bookmakers,” he said. 


“When. a few years ago, the Kefauver 
Committee turned its attention to book- 
making, horse racing would have been in 
for some unpleasant notoriety, had it not 
been for the existence of the TRA and the 
TRPB. As it was, the TRPB furnished the 
Kefauver Committee with a report that 
clearly established that racing had long 
before recognized its problems and taken 
the necessary steps to correct them. That 
was a very important thing in favor of 
racing.” 


A question-and-answer session was held 
immediately after Morris’ talk: 


How do the TRA tracks feel about dis- 
cussing purses with the horsemen? “The 
thing the TRA tracks don’t like is a gun 
placed at their heads,” Morris said. If 
horsemen have “reasonable” suggestions 
to make ,tracks always are willing to listen 
and to co-operate, 


Could the TRA help set up uniform 
track conditions, would it be possible to 
see that all courses have approximately 
the same depth of cushion? Morris said 
that weather and soil conditions are so 
varied that this would be difficult, or im- 
possible, to accomplish. The TRA never 
has gone into that phase of management. 
but “if horsemen think it important, we 
might be able to do it.” 

Is there a possibility of modern tracks 
in New York in the foreseeable future? 
Morris said the State’s take of the handle 
is 11 per cent, the track’s share 4 per cent. 
With this distribution, it is impossible to 
build and finance a modern track. Due io 
the “mess” in New York City, modern 
tracks seem a far way off. 


Columbia Broadcasting System will tele-

Grand Prix de Paris 


The 3,000-meter Grand Prix de Paris, 
climactic test among the French classics 
for 3-year-olds, was run Sunday, June 28, 
at Longchamp. Winner was Francois 
Dupre’s Northern Light, second the good 
filly Flute Enchantee, third Buisson d’Or, 
and fourth the Aga Khan’s Shikampur, 
which also finished fourth in the English 
Derby. 


Until the Grand Prix, no two of the 
important 3-year-old classics had been 
won by the same horse. Northern Light 
had first gained distinction as winner of 
the Prix Juigne. an early-season race re- 
served for 3-year-olds not previously 
started. 

Ridden by G. Lequeux. Northern Light 
won by two lengths from Baron Guy de 
Rothschild’s filly. which closed strongly 
to beat Georges Wildenstein’s Buisson 
d’Or a neck for second place. 

Northern Light is a son of Prince Bio 
(Prince Rose—Biologie. by Basterio- 
phage). whose best offspring to date is 
Sicambre, winner of the Grand Criterium, 
Prix du Jockey Club (Derby). Grand 
Prix de Paris, and other classics, Prince

The German Derby, run June 28, fell 
to the Schlenderhan Stud’s Allasch, with 
the filly Alma Mater second, and Levantos 
third. The winner was ridden by Hein 
Bollow and is the first Derby winner sad- 
dled under the direction of Schlenderhan’s 
new trainer, A. Lochow. The winner’s 
margin was a length and a half. 


Allasch, which had signaled his class 
with an easy victory in the 1,600-meter 
Henckel-Rennen, Two Thousand Guineas 
equivalent, is by the German Derby win- 
ner Magnat (Asterus—Mafalda, by Wal- 
lenstein) out of Astarte, Asterios’ dam, 
by Janitor out of Arabeske, by Wallen- 
stein, and thus is inbred to Wallenstein, 
son of Dark Ronald, with two free gen- 
erations.

Irish Derby Disqualification 


The Irish Derby, run June 24 at the 
Curragh, resulted in a_ photo-finish in 
which the English-trained Premonition was 
first by a head, with Mrs. F. L. Vicker- 
man’s Chamier second and Martin F. 
Moloney’s Sea Charger third. Billy Rick- 
aby, Chamier’s rider, immediately claimed 
foul, and the stewards disqualified Pre- 
monition. The disqualification moved A, 
L. Hawkins’ Clonleason into third place. 


Rickaby insisted that Premonition, rid- 
den by W. H. Carr, had pinned him so 
close to the rail that “I could not draw 
my whip, which was in my left hand.” It 
was the first time an Irish Derby winner 
had ever been disqualified. 


Irish papers reported Sea Charger as 
an unlucky loser. The Royal Charger colt 
was running faster than the leaders at 
the finish, but W. R. Johnstone had had to 
take him up sharply when he was starting 
his challenge, because of Victory Roll 
crossing in front.

Treatment Centers 


for Thoroughbreds 


Two new farms for the treatment and 
reconditioning of Thoroughbreds have been 
opened up in the New York-New Jersey 
area: Chasmar Farm, operated by Charles 
L. Sabatini, and the Beaudouin farm, run 
by Mr. and Mrs. Harry Beaudouin (he’s 
head of the press department of the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company). 

Chasmar Farm is located near Garden 
State Park, within 70 miles of New York 
City and New Jersey tracks. It is said by 
Mr. Sebatini to be a kind of hospital 
and convalescent home for ill, injured, or 
tired running horses. 

The main barn of 34 stalls has hot and 
cold water, circulating air equipment, ex- 
amining stalls, isolation stalls, guest 
lounge, tack room, and offices. 


The staff includes a chief veterinarian, 
assistant veterinarians, exercise boys, rub- 
bers, and other employees. Other veter- 
inarians may use the hospital facilities for 
operations, and may leave the farm with 
instructions for the staff on prescribed 
treatment during their absence. 


Facilities also are available for resting 
tired horses, for indoor and outdoor train- 
ing, and for breeding. Accomodations also 
are on hand for foaling mares, 


The farm boasts a 1-mile light training 
track, and a smaller one for yearlings. 


The Beaudouin place is an 85-acre farm 
35 minutes from New York in the foot- 
hills of the Ramapo Mountains. According 
to its owner: 


“We are getting set up to freshen 
horses during the season and to take 
boarders for the winter. The board rate 
includes all routine rehabilitative treat- 
ment, such as blistering and worming. We 
have a wonderfully lush stand of grass in 
the permanent pastures we put in last 
year, and have enclosed the paddocks with 
post-and-rail fencing. All paddocks are 
well watered and droppings are picked 
up weekly. We also are prepared to leg up 
horses, as we have access to a perfectly 
level half-mile turf course on a former 
polo field located nearby.”

The 1952 edition of the book Thorough- 


bred Sires and Dams will be the largest 
of this annual series ever published by THE 
Bioop-Horse. A volume of 1.020 pages, 
it includes 13,601 broodmares which had 
produce to race in 1952. plus the 1952 
records of all starters out of each of these 
mares. It also includes 2,687 sires and the 
records of their get. 

Printing of this book was being com- 
pleted this week. Binding will require ap- 
proximately three weeks, It is hoped that 
the book will be ready for distribution 
before August 1.
